Police Try To Piece 


Corrilc Narcotics Yarn 


HILLSBORO, Tex. (AP) - Officers pieced 


together, bit by bit, the story today of a fouled-up 
narcotics operation that turned comic. 


The yarn, with officers from San Antonio to 


Hillsboro contributing, involved a twin-engined 
Lockheed Lodestar with what the Department of 
Public Safety estimated was 2,500 pounds of 
marijuana aboard. 


How it got to Cameron in Central Texas at 


dawn hadn't been fully explained at a late hour, 
but that seems to be where the story became 
public. 


It started, said Hearne Police Chief R. L. 


Perkins, with a telephone call from a man who 
said he was U.S. Customs Agent Burk. 


The man said he was in a government plane 


when he was overpowered by three men and his 
plane commandeered and flown away. 


But Bill Cochran, a spokesman for the U.S. 


Customs Service at San Antonio, said no agent 
was aboard. This opened several possibilities- 
lone that someone with an interest in the 
marijuana had been dumped at the small 
Cameron airstrip and was not going to allow any 
confederates get away with the weed. 


Not long thereafter, the plane landed at 


Hillsboro in North Central Texas. Airport man- 
aged Ed Schronk said two men alighted and were 
picked up by two men in a blue Camaro. The car 
headed toward Dallas. 


Meanwhile, McLennan County officers at 


McGregor let out a great cry, "We're floating in 
marijuana." 


The marijuana was on the McGregor airstrip 


which officers said was "covered" with the 
plant. 


A Department of Public Safety officer said in 


Waco that the marijuana had been dumped at 
McGregor. Officers said it apparently was a 
touch-and-go landing, with a pause only long 
enough to get rid of the evidence. 
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Police Hire Attorney; Judge Considers Next Step

Corsicana City Judge Fred Upchurch 


is considering the alternatives open to 
him today after holding Police Chief 
Don Massey in contempt of court for 
failure to execute an order of the court 
in another contempt case involving a 
police officer. 


At the same-time, Chief Massey is not 


making any further statements in the 
matter on the advice of legal counsel he 
employed shortly after returning to 
Corsicana early Wednesday from out of 
state. 


Chief Massey arrived back in town 


around 5 a.m. 
today from an 


emergency trip to bring his daughter 
home from Memphis, Tenn. 


He had been directed, Judge Up- 


church said Monday, to effect collection 
of a $25 fine imposed by the judge on 


Officer Ernest Camp for contempt of 
his court earlier or jail the policeman 
until his fine is paid. Chief Massey, in 
revealing the courtroom by-play 
Monday to the press, confirmed that he 
had refused to jail the officer until the 
judge himself paid a traffic ticket given 
to him back in February and had at that 
point been held in contempt and fined 
$50. 


When contacted in his office at police 


headquarters 
Wednesday, 
Chief 


Massey related he had developed car 
trouble which delayed his return 
arrival until 5 a.m. today. 


Asked "what's the next step?" in the 


Camp case, Chief Massey responded: 
The lawyer told me not to make any 
more statements about it." Pressed for 
clarification, Chief Massey said he and 
Officer Camp had retained Attorney 
Julius Jacobs earlier in the morning 


before being contacted by a reporter 
and had nothing further to say in 
compliance with advice from his at- 
torney. 


Contacted in his city hall court, Judge 


Upchurch said under the laws of Texas 
several recourses are open to him if 
Chief Massey "willfully refuses to 
carry out the orders of this court," 
adding that he is studying them and 
hasn't decided at this point what action 
he will take. 


He pointed out that under the law, in 


contempt of court cases, the judge of a 
court has the authority to issue a capias 
requiring the arrest of a person 
specified and this can be given to any 
sheriff, deputy, constable, Department 
of Public Safety officer, or policeman in 
the state to execute. Or, he noted, a 
judge can designate a private citizen as 


a special officer of the court to effect an 
arrest upon issuance of a capias. 


Judge Upchurch said there is a point 


some people seem to have forgotten in 
this controversy which he deplored 
being publicized in the press, and that is 
the injunction from the 13th District 
Court stemming from Upchurch's 
arrest earlier this year by Corsicana 
police for DWI. 


Referring to a copy of the injunction 


order, Judge Upchurch read aloud 
excerpts that the injunction "enjoins 
the Mayor and City Commission, all 
their agents and servants and employes 
from harassing, prohibiting from or 
interfering with the city judge in the 
discharge of the duties of his office." 


Although Chief Massey is not named 


specifically in the injunction, he is an 


agent of the City Commission as a city 
employe, Judge Upchurch pointed out. 


Judge Upchurch said it will be up to 


the district court to ascertain if the 
terms of this injunction have been 
violated. 'It is conceivable that the 
district court could hold city officials of 
Corsicana in contempt of court if this 
became a point of issue. 


Asked specifically if he contemplated 


making this an issue connected >.vith the 
injunction, Judge Upchurch said he was 
merely pointing out to the reporter 
other possibilities that exist. 


"And, too, the District Judge is still 


on vacation, it's my understanding," he 
commented. 


"I haven't decided yet what I will do, 


there are several alternatives to con- 
sider," he said.

Second Man Found Guilty in Malone Murder 


WACO, Tex. (AP) — The sec- 


ond of three men to stand trial for 
the murder of Malone City 
Marshal Milton Boortz a year ago 
was sentenced 
to life im- 


prisonment Wednesday. 


Benny Walker, 22, was found 


guilty by the jury Wednesday 
afternoon at Judge Carl C. An- 
derson's 54th district court, and 
two hours later Walker was given 
the life sentenced. 


Last week, Willard G. Christ- 


opher, 22, was assessed 90 years 
in the penitentiary after pleading 
guilty. 


The last of the three originally 


charged in the case, James W. 


Hughes, 31, remains to be tried. 
All three men are from Dallas. 


Marshal Boortz was shot to 


death March 25, 1971, shortly 
after the robbery of a liquor store 
in Malone. 


Before both sides rested their 


cases Wednesday, Texas Ranger 
Bill Gunn read into the record a 
statement the state said was 
made by Walker. 


According to the statement,. 


Walker was approached by two 
men seeking help in robbing a 
store. The statement said the 
three checked several 
places 


before deciding on Herman's li- 
quor store, where they got $700.

KERENS — Residents here 


grilled three representatives of 
the Gulf States United Telephone 
Company Thursday night during 
a public hearing on the problem 
of the telephone service in 
Kerens. 


A crowd of nearly 30 forced the 


council from its regular meeting 
room into a more spacious lobby 
where 
Mayor 
Stoner 
Baker 


turned the people loose- on the 
telephone men with the advice, 
"We can't accomplish one thing 
with noise." 


Robert Taylor, public relations 


director for the phone company, 
told the gathering he might an- 
swer "quite a few questions 
before you ask them" and 
proceeded to explain some of the 
company's past construction and 
future plans for the Kerens area. 


Plans include extending ser- 


vice into the Goodnight com- 
munity during the first quarter of 
1973, installing a cable into the 
northern part of Kerens next year 
and extending service to the 
western edge of Gulf State's area. 
In 1974 the company plans to put 
a new cable into the Bazette area 
and the south part of Kerens. Gulf 
State will spend over $100,000 in 
1975 extending service south on 
FM Road 309, Taylor said. 


Taylor's remarks were cut 


short when Kenneth Ray asked, 
"What about now?" Ray told 
Taylor his biggest complaint is 


that toll calls get cut off. 


Taylor asked if this had hap- 


pened this week, and Ray replied 
that it has happened "every week 
for the past year-and-a-half." 


Ray has been cut off as many 


as four times while trying to talk 
long distance. Ray added that 
Thursday morning he received a 
long distance call and that he and 
the other party'"had to shout at 
each other." 


At this point, J.D. 
Bennett, 


district manager from Athens, 
interjected 
that 
when 
long 


distance calls are cut off during 
the course of a conversation the 
problem could be anywhere along 
the line. 


This statement brought Larry 


Freeman to his feet to counter by 
saying on local calls the dialer 
hears the phone "ring and ring" 
though further investigation 
shows the people being called 
were at home and the phone 
never rang. Wilson Price quickly 
added "a fourth of the time we 
can't use our phone, and half the 
time we can't dial." 


Dr. 
H.W. Hoffer 
reported 


similar trouble, telling the phone 
company representatives of 
numerous times patients have 
told him they tried to call him and 
heard the phone ring but got no 
answer at times when he was at 
home. He added that he tried to 
call one man all week before 
finally reaching him Thursday 
morning. 


Can Postal Staff and Mall Delivery Time Both Be Cut?

A seemingly contradictory 


story appeared on the front page 
of The Daily Sun Friday, noting 
that five employes have been 
ordered cut from the staff of the 
Corsicana Post 
Office 
and 


maintaining that mail delivery 
will be sped up at the same time. 


How can you speed delivery of 


a service—in this case, mail—by 
decreasing the number of people 
performing it? And is the 
reduction in staff a reasonable 
economy measure by a private 
postal corporation no longer 
boasting carte blanche at the 
federal trough, a subtle but 
significant downgrading of a 
local institution whose stature 
has been both a cause and an 
effect of the city's influence 
beyond the mere size of its 
population, or both? 


There is more here than the 


casual, cheeful tone of Friday's 
Post Office press release from 
Dallas Regional Postmaster Carl 
Ulsaker indicated. 


Handling of mail will be faster, 


Corsicana Postmaster William C. 
Galloway assured The Daily Sun 
Tuesday. 


The new "area mail processing 


center" in Dallas, which will 
handle all outgoing mail from 
Corsicana, can process 46,000 
pieces of mail per hour, a rate 


capable of supporting the over-all 
Post Office goal of next-day 
delivery for 95 per cent of all mail 
within the Dallas area of which 
Corsicana is a near-southernmost 
point. 


"There will be no dispatching, 


as such, from here for outgoing 
mail," Galloway said. "All un- 
canceled items—what we call 
'raw mail'—will be dumped into 
the pouch and sent to Dallas" for 
handling by the high-speed 
equipment. Outgoing mail ac- 
counts for about two-thirds of the 
total mail load here, he said. 


Incoming mail will continue to 


be processed here, he said, and it 
is expected that "about an hour" 
can be cut off the arrival time in 
the morning, which is now about 
7:15 a.m. 


Galloway noted the postal 


service is very near its 95 per 
cent goal for next-day delivery 
now, as indicated by a random 
check 
called 
"ODIS" 


("Origination and Destination 
Information System") in which 
arrival and departure times are 
carefully recorded and compared 
in. Washington and regional 
centers. 


Furthermore, he says, the goal 


of next-day delivery for 95 per 
cent of airmail items within a 600- 
mile radius is also being ap- 
proached, and the aim is to 
provide 
two-day 
delivery 


throughout the United States for 
airmail. 


The 
consolidation affects 


Corsicana and all other post 
offices in what has been called 
the "Mesquite Sectional Center," 
which will be phased out along 
with another sectional center now 
operating at Richardson. Fort 
Worth was included in the 
Mesquite Center, but it will 
continue to process much of its 
own mail, Galloway surmised. 


The changes are being in- 


stituted in the wake of a survey 
made here by postal authorities 
about a month ago. 


The new system will not affect 


local delivery of mail at all, 
Galloway noted, except for the 
probably earlier availability of 
mail private boxes at the Post 
Office. 


It will affect—dramatically, in 


some cases—both the work load 
of some staff members and the 
appearance 
of much 
mail 


originating in Corsicana. 


"A.W. (Wayne) Norris, formerly 


assistant postmaster here and a 
"fixture" of the local scene by 
such activities as his mem- 
bership on the Civil Service 
Commission, has already taken 
up duties as the "officer in 
charge" at Malakoff — a title 
that 
usually 
precedes 
ap- 


pointment as "acting post- 


master" and, possibly, "post- 
master." 


Galloway noted, in passing, 


that postal appointments have 
been removed from the political 
arena, with the exception of the 
man at the top, currently Post- 
master General E.T. Klassen, by 
setting up a national governing 
board that makes appointments 
on non-political criteria. 


Norris was in his 32nd year at 


the local Post Office, just some 
six months short of Galloway's 
tenure. 


Also to depart, but unassigned 


as yet, is Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Mails Joe B. Fogg, who 
is another 31-year local veteran, 
and three postal clerks. The cut 
will leave 40 employes on the 
local staff. 


Galloway said the exact three 


clerks whose jobs will be 
abolished have not been deter- 
mined yet although he has made 
recommendations. All will be 
offered opportunities to accept 
reassignment, and The Daily 
Sun's visit to the Postmaster's 
office 
Tuesday 
interrupted 


telephone negotiations aimed at 
lining up possible positions 
elsewhere. 


The positions of assistant 


postmaster 
and 
assistant 


superintendent of mails will also 
be abolished, Galloway said, and 
he and the superintendent of 


mails will assume duties for- 
merly assigned to those officials. 


Galloway, for instance, will 


take over the statistical work of 
Norris, 
involving 
massive 


record-keeping 
about 
mail 


volume and handling efficiency, 
in addition to his own former 
duties 
dealing 
with 
ad- 


ministration 
and 
financial 


matters. 


As to "appearance," the 


principal change will be the loss 
of identity for most outgoing 
mail, which will no longer carry 
the Corsicana postmark in- 
cluding the zipcode of 75110 but 
will be marked, instead, "U.S. 
Postal Service, 752," the iden- 
tification of the Dallas Sectional 
Center. 


"We will have one (mail) drop 


marked 'Local Cancellation 
Only,' " Galloway said, and it will 
be particularly important for that 
drop to be used by anyone who 
wants a Corsicana postmark on 
his outgoing mail. 


"If somebody makes a mistake 


and puts Corsicana mail in the 
(regular) outgoing box, it will be 
sent to Dallas, so it's important 
that our customers separate their 
outgoing mail," he said, "and it is 
also 
important 
that 
they 


discontinue the use of the word 
'City' on local mail, because 
when it goes to Dallas it loses its 
identity." 


At best, there are some in- 


congruities in the "sectional 
center facilities concept," the 
Postmaster admitted, explaining 
that some post offices on sec- 
tional borderlines will have their 
mail delivered through circuitous 
routes. 


Hubbard mail, for instance, 


will go originally to the new 
sectional center that went into 
effect in Waco Monday. Thus, a 
letter from Hubbard to Corsicana 
will be sent to Waco, then to 
Dallas, and finally to Corsicana. 
But Galloway emphasized that 
next-day delivery still pertains— 
"if we make all of our tran- 
sportation connections". 


"And 
there hasn't been any 


Waco-to-Corsicana 
mail 
in 


years," he added. 


In a way, the unusually large 


Post Office in Corsicana is a kind 
of monument to the enormous 
volume of mail to and from Collin 
Street Bakery, which sells by 
mail order and annually ships 
some three million pounds of 
packaged "De Luxe" fruitcakes 
all over the world. What effect 
will the postal reorganization 
have on the bakery's mail- 
oriented operation? 


"Probably not very much," 


according to Vice-President 
Norman E. Shaw, who reminded 
The Daily Sun "what we've done 
in the past is take all major 


shipments (of the finished cakes) 
to Fort Worth—all we send out of 
here is special delivery and 
airmail." 


The bakery maintains a New 


York City postmark capability 
and ships pre-marked packages 
to New York by the truckload for 
dissemination throughout the 
world, but the Corsicana Post 
Office is credited with the load 
statistically. 


"We would hate to see them 


(the Post Office) cut down on 
service, but, at the same time, in 
our estimation, we've got to keep 
the costs down...", Shaw said. He 
recalled recent "tremendous" 
increases in postal rates for first 
class, third class and parcel post 
mail, adding "so we're glad to 
see that they're tightening their 
belt." 


Shaw added, however, "Now, 


we've been impressed with the 
new attitude of the Post Office. 
The assistant postmaster general 
was in Dallas a year ago, and we 
met with him, and the over-all 
attitude seems to be a tone of 
increased service." 


He said he only hopes "they can 


keep it all in balance—give better 
service and keep the price down 
too," but he added, "We're much 
impressed with their desire to do 
a better job."

A. Your father's hospital stay was a very lengthy one. Initially, 


he was responsible for the first $68 of the bill (deductible). Then 
after 60 days of full coverage, his Medicare benefits became 
limited. From the 61st through the 90th day of a hospital stay, a 
patient is responsible for $17 a day. If he chooses to use his 60-day 
lifetime reserve after the 90th day, he is responsible for $34 a day of 
his hospital bill. Your father's part of the bill was therefore 30 days 
at $17 a day and 30 days at $34 a day, plus the initial $68 deductible.
